REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS. 


To the School Commiittee and Citizens of Hampstead, 

N. H.; 

I herewith present my report as Superintendent 
of Schools. 

As my work did not begin until September first 
there is little to be said in the nature of a report 
beyond a statement of conditions, an explanation of 
the educational law of 1919 and a brief discussion of 
the scarcity of teachers. 

As no teachers had been secured for the element- 
ary schools my first problem was to get together 
enough teachers to start the schools on time. In this 
I was able to get two who were well trained and tho- 
roughly efficient and who have proven themselves en- 
tirely satisfactory. For the other two I was obliged 
to nominate young women without professional train- 
ing and here the results have been less satisfactory. 
It seems to require either training or considerable ex- 
perience to establish a professional spirit and attitude 
toward school work. 

In the high school the chief problem Jay in the 
unsatisfactory condition of the heating plant. These 
conditions have been so remedied by the Trustees 
that the school has now received the regular state 
approvai.

It further requires that selectmen shall assess 
a:tax of $2 per pupil of entire registration for the pre- 
ceding year to défray the expense of state wide super- . 
vision, and a tax of $3.50 per thousand of the value 
of the ratable estate assessable for the current: year for 
the support of elementary schools. Americanza- 
tion schools, the purchase of text books, pupils’ sup- . 
plies and flags and appurtenances and the supervision: 
of the health of the children... This*-sum may be in- 
creased by vote of the district to any sum up to $5 on 
the thousand but to districts in which the sum produced 
by a tax of $5 on a thousand is not sufficient the 
state shall provide the balance from funds appropriated 
for this purpose. 

The intention of the law is to make of the. 
state one big school district with a view to’ giving to 
the children of the small town whose property value 
is small and whose tax rate unreasonably high, edu- 
cational opportunities as nearly as possible equal to 
those of the city and large towns in which commerce 
and manufacturing and the opportunity to earn money 
make the payment of higher taxes much easier than in 
the back section where no opportunities exist. 

The first principle of this law is equalization 
of educational opportunities for all ¢hildren in the state’ 
the’ second is' the standardization of the schools. : 

In towns like Hampstead the cost of running the 
schools will not likely be less and may be slightly more’ 
than under the old law but owing to the increased cost 
of living and consequent: higher salaries’ paid this 
wear it is impossible to make a close estimate. 


‘ Until this year it has never been difficult for Hamp-. 
stead to get graduates.from the Lowell or of the 
Salem Normal Schools'to teach here for a year or two, 
or until they found a situation. in or near their home 
town or: city. .Theydemand for -young women in the 
mills and offices of the cities, and the fancy wag "eS paid.

Ue Rgds song work is being successfully carried on 
in the lower grades,—in the second, third and fourth 
grades the ehildnen) are doing good work in music 
reading. 

‘Two-part singing in the fifth and sixth grades 
is a new feature in all, but the East Hampstead ‘School. 
This work in part singing has surprised me. With only 
two years of musical training it is hard to expect any- 
thing but unison singing. The first two or three weeks it 
was a battle but with the untiring efforts of both. 
teacher and pupil we have won. The Song Reader by 
McLauglin and Gilchrist, and one-book course is being 
used in all the grades. 

The Progressive Music Series is being used for 
reading in the Junior High School. For chorus work, 
Junior Songs by Hollis Dann have been introduced 
this year. 

The teachers in Hampstead are always ready 
to give their loyal support. It is due to their efforts 
that the children are always so willing to try. The 
lesson of the supervisor is only a beginning. When 
she leaves the room the work is left in the hands of the 
grade teacher. I wish to thank these teachers’ for 
their help in carrying on the work.
